William Fulbright of Arkansas 
How does the President get 
into ail this? Elementary! 
The 
White House is convinced that 
the Republican presidential nom­ 
inee will be Seantor Barry Goid- 
water of Arizona. Thus, the cam­ 
paign strategists were seeking 
a concert ative symbol of their 
own to compete with th* Ari­ 
zonan for right-of-center votes. 
Yet that symbol also had to be 
tolerable to the liberals in the 
Democratic-Labor coalition. And 
it would not hurt the stratagem 
if such symbol were to hail from 
the Southwest and were going 
to be active in the campaign.

Dear Felicia. 
Smce you are only four years 
o:d you will not ready under­ 
stand this letter. But perhaps 
your mother will »ave it far 
you and, if so, aomeday you wU 
understand it, because someca> 
you will have aons who have to 
fight war*—if there are still 
wars to fight 
I am writing tins letter be 
cause this weekend is tha 5oth 
anniversary of the start of World 
V.ar I. 1 did not know very 
much about it when it started— 
in fact, few Americans did. Nor 
did they have anything much to 
say about preventing it. 
I wa* in the little town of Gal- 
eton, Pa., on 
June 
28, 1914, 
working my way through col­ 
lege in the summertime as a 
tent crew boy on the old Chau 
tauqua circuit. William Jennings 
Bryan was then secretary of 
state and was supposed to speak 
in Galeton on Chautauqua tha 
day. But he didn’t come. All day 
we waited, but he didn’t come. 
Word came back that some 
one had killed a membeT of the 
Austro Hungarian royal family 
in a little towm called Sarajevo 
in Bosnia, and that this had 
caused some trouble; so Bryan 
had to stay in Washington and 
take care of the trouble. 
Isolation Is Dangerous 
I didn't know where Sarajevo 
was, or Bosnia, or who killed 
whom. But eventually I found 
out that the crown prince of the 
Austro- Hungarian empire had 
been murdered, and later Aus­ 
tria Hungary attacked 
Servia. 
Russia attacked AustroHungar 
ia, Germany attacked Russia, 
until the enure civilized world, 
including the United States, was 
at war. 
This is how wars can spread, 
and how incidents, thousands of 
miles away from the 
United 
State-, can offi-et the life of 
every American. 


After the war was over, we 
all settled back to a comforta­ 
ble eimtence and the feeling 
that we <Ldn’t ba e to worry 
about war anymore. And the fact 
Uiat we u;d this ar.d killed the 
pi ac# ma hinery of the league 
of nations undoubtedly helped 
brmg us mlo an even deadl.er 
world war about twenty year? 
later. 
Today I thank most of us have 
learned our lesson — namely, 
that the United States cannot 
settle back and ignore the rest 
of the world anymore. The world 
has narrowed so that almost any 
event in almost any part of 
the work! — even on the small 
island of Cyprus or in the jun­ 
gles of Viet Nam or in the 
heart of the Congo affects tne 
American 
'•ople and their de­ 
sire for peace. 
Of la’e there has been a ten­ 
dency in this country to want 
to go back to our old, comfor­ 
table feeling of isolation and 
forget about the rest of the 
world. This is a feeling that a 
man ^amed Goldwater, whom 
you may hear your mother talk­ 
ing about, has taken advantage 
of. 
He is now running for presi­ 
dent, and has said the U n ited 
States should withdraw from the 
United Nations and break diplo­ 
matic 
relations 
with 
Russia, 
just as we withdrew from the 
League of Nations and broke 
with Russia after World War L 
Since a lot of Americans are 
tired of paying taxes and tired 
of worrying about the problems 
of the world, this idea if very 
appealing to them? However, it 
is significant that the grandson 
of the man who fought hardest 
against the League of Nations is 
now coming back to the United 
States to help oppose Goldwater 
and preserve the United Nations 
and the things it stands far.
